WD IN A BOILBK ON THB UMBRIA. 



He Reached the Shore* of America 
Once But Wae Returned to 
Liverpool Without Being 
Porailtted to Land. 



New York, June 24— Rl\ ailing the 
talcs of mythical fortune hunters is 
the experlMice of a little Auatrlan 
■towaway In one of the boilers of the 

Umbria, which has Just come Into 

port. 

After the lad, who is 16 years old, 
fead travaled 16,000 mtlea In quest of 
Jtnorlea, he at last was put in the 
bands of a friend who promised to 
care for him. His name is Bozo Ga- 
Gino, and he comes from DalnMUat 
proTine* of Austria. His wanotrfaiga 
began more than a yoar ago. 

Gaoino's fatlur then apiirt'iif Incrd 
him to a (li\iKt;ist, but the Ijoy soon 
wearied of long hours and small 
wages and ran away to Triesti, where 
he hid in a ship bound for K^;ypt. In 
Alexandria he stowed away in the 
Fabyan and reached Liverpool a weelc 
later. Then he crawl«d into the hold 
of the Cunarder IBaxonta. Upon 
rraching this port KTit spriii;; lie was 
speedily deported after he had a lleet- 
Ing glance at the busy harbor. When 
he was taken back to Liverpool he 
araded the English immigration oflo< 
lals and for 20 days lived oft the 
crusts found in the gutters, but al- 
ways keeping a weather eye open for 
an American bound vesseL Fortune 
smiled upon his effort on the night of 
June IS, just before the i'nibrla sailed. 
He crept upon the deck looking for a 
biding place. A laateni was flashed 
In his face and the sentry l)el levins 
that he was one of the cabin boys, or- 
dered him below. Without realizing 
his danger the boy crawled into a 
boiler wtaieb ftimtabM tteam to the 
"donkey" cnRine. This boiler was not 
used througliout the voyage, or other- 
wise the boy would have be< n burned 
to death. Some friendly stokers dis- 
covered bii proaoaee, bat Inatoad of 
disriosin!: his secrat tbey fed bim dur^ 
ing the voyage. 

On Thursday, however, McKeichan, 
the refrtgitator ongineer, climbed on 
top of tbo boiler aod proceeded to 

hang up some of his washing to d/y. 
Just as the engineer was preparing to 
climb down he was startled to see a 
head bob up out of the opening la the 
top of the boiler and then disappear 
again. MrKeitflu n crawled over to 
the manhole and peered Into the 
darkness inside the boiler. He could 
dimly discern the 9atUnea of a per- 
son, and be shouted to btm to eome 
out. Receiving no respons^e the en- 
gineer attempted to reach inside and 
grab the boy's clothing, but was se- 
Terely bitten for his pains. 

The engineer, satisfied that some- 
thing wa.^ wrout;, went to Chief Engi- 
neer Hardy, displayed bis bleeding 
ing Ingers and reported the occur- 
rence. Hardy, thinking he had a mad- 
man to deal with, called for volunteers 
to descend into the l)oiler and two of 
the stokers responded. Charles Bur- 
land, tbe ablp'a lurgeon, was also 
called and stood by to render his ser- 
vices if heeded. When the stokers 
got inside the boiler they found that 
the boy bad crawled underneath the 
tubea on top of the fumaee. After a 
struggle and some tight squeezing, 
they managed to get the prisoner up 
the manhole's entrance where he was 
pulled out. All laughed when they 
■aw tbe supposed lunatle. Ho waa 
locl<od up in the steamship's hospital 
and when the vessel reached port a 
vigorous search for the bold lad's 
friends was made. He was soon lo- 
cated in Harlem and signed papers 
which permitted the young Delmatlan 
to remain in the I'nited States.

Peoallar Areiilent oa a TNUai 
In Urooklya. 
New York, June 24.— llThlla running 
at high rate of speed a Myrtle avenue 
trolley car in Brooklyn took fire, 
burning the motorman and five pas- 
sengers, ono probably fatally. Other 
pasaengera were badly injured Jump- 
ing to escape the flames, wliich swept 
the full length of the ear being car- 
ried by the wind. Those injured were: 
Grace Von Blerkland, 17 years old, 
burned about tbe face, arms and legs, 
will die; Oscar Von Blerkland, burned 
about face and arms; Mrs. Grace 
Blerkland, burned about fare and 
arms; Thomas Huft, motorman, burn- 
ed about legs, arras and face; Phlllo 
Ross. Jr., burned about the face and 
hands; Frank I^oretti, burned about 
the face and hands. The car was mak- 
ing a regular trip to the Brooklyn 
bridge fmn tbe Ridgeway picnic park. 
It was loaded to tlif iitmost limit, the 
conductor's register showing 110 pas- 
sengers when there was a report that 

waa beard three blocks in all direc- 
tfona and wbleb almost lifted' the car 

from the track. A fuse bail burned 
out and a flame caught the woodwork 
and burst through the motor box. This 
llama waa carried up over the front 
dasbboard and, being caught by wind 
swept back, burning all who were un- 
able to throw themselves into the 
street. The motorman, although much 
injured, stuck bravely to his post and 
applied tbe brakes, bringing the car to 
a stop. 

Miss Von Blerkland received the 
full fofce of the flames and was un- 
oonacloua when the ear waa brought 
to a standstill'. Her fttttaer and moth- 
er were also so badly burned that for 
a time it was feared that they might 
not recover. The ear was aliBoat en- 
tirely destroyed. 

Kansas Populists. 
Topeka, Kan., June t4.— Mansr lead* 

ers of the Populist party of Kamis. 
inrluding Congressman A. H. Jackson 
and Senator W. A. Harris, are in To- 
peka in conference, 24 hours In ad- 
vance of tbe state convention which 
will assemble here with 791 delegafer. 
It is expected that the convention will 
endorse the nominations made by th"* 
Democrats at Wichita recently and fill 
In the remainder of the ticket them- 
selves. Mayor Craddock of Kansas 
City, Kan., the nemocratic nominee 
for governor, has opi md headquarters 
and says a train load of "Craddock 
rooters" will bo bero ftrom Wjraadotte 
county to Mm. The principal in- 
tertst of the convention will center 
in the nomination of a candidate for 
state treasurer, as many members of 
party deelara tbat wltb a atrong ean- 
didate the Republican nominee can be 
defeated. 



'^eman Servant" Is a Man. 

New York, June 24.- "Otillic ' Cast- 
naugle, who came to this country a 
few days ago In the hope of getting 
employment as a woauui servant, is a 
man and now awaits deportation at 
Ellis Island "f)tillie" will be S«nt 
home ai a man; not because he was 
found to be one, but because be was 
likely to become a public charge. He 
says he did not knowingly deceive. 
His parents bad always dressed bim 
as a girl and treated bim as a daugh- 
tar. Ho was taught to do boosawork 
and later found work as a woman ser^ 
vant in Saxony. The ofliciais cut 
away the supposed woman's Una 
blonde hair, which was worn long and 
carefully dressed, and to further pre- 
vent dece))tion. dressed the intending 
imigrant in his proper attire. 

Silk Mills Opened. 

New York, June 24.— In accordance 
with the decision of the mill owners 
reached on Friday last all the silk 
plants in Hudaon oounty. N. J., opea- 
ed for buslneaa. At only one mill, 
however, that of R. & H Simon, in 
Union Hill, did th^ full number of 
men report for work. The employes 
were not interfered with by outsiders 
when they entered the mill. There waa 
a force iif police on guard at the i)Iant 
and no one employed in the mill was 
allowed t'o approacl' the gates. There 
was a crowd of Idl'^rs in the vicinity, 
but no demonstration was made. 

Record-Breaking Gun. 
New York, June 24.— A 16-lnch gun, 
the largest in the world, will be com- 
pleted at 'Watervllet arsenal by Wed- 
nesday and sent to the United States 
Government proving grounds at Sandy 
Hook. Its operations are expected to 
astonish the world. It is tbe most 
powerful weapon yet devised by man 
and it is expected to revolutionize tbe 
art of gna making. Tbo work npen 
this gun has been going on fbr yean. 
Monster cranes have been constructed 
in order that the various parts of the 
record-breaking gun may be conven- 
iently shifted.

Zanesvnie, O.. June 24.— Mayor

had the right to withdraw it. The 
judge ordered Cliief of Police Tracey 
to eject Mayor Holden from the court 
room. Tbe raajror resisted and Tracey 's 
brother and others went to the chief's 
assistance. During tbe melee the 
mayor struck the chief on the Jaw and 
the latter landed on the mayor's head 
with a club. After the mayor bad 
been p<it out he invited the chief to 
step out too, b)it that oflicial declined. 

Grosvenor Defends House Rules 

Washington. .lune 24. — The house 
met at 11 a. m. Some routine business 
preceded tbe resumption of tbe de- 
bate upon the Philippine civil govern- 
ment bill. A resohition was adopted 
calling ujiou the sccri'tary of war for 
Information as to any payments made 
by Oovaraor Oeaeral Wood to F. B. 
Thurber and any other person or cor- 
porations, together with the dates and 
aiuoutits of such payments for advo- 
cating reciprocity with Cuba. Mr. 
Oroavener (OUo) took tbe floor and 
under tbe latitude allowed In general 
debate, discussed the criticism of the 
rules of the house icreiiily indulged in 
by Mr. Cushman (Wash.) and others. 
Through tbe dperatfcm of tbe tM 
rules and methods previous to the 
Fifty tirst confrt ss. he said, the house 
had become powerless to transact 
business. He pointed out tbat in tbe 
Fifty-sixth congress Mr. Cusbiaair. as 
well as other critics i f the rules, had 
voted to continue il . m m forces. He 
paid an elmiuent tiiii::'- to thO fal^ 
nesH of S|ii-alu'r 1 ii iidc imiu.

J. C. I. owe. who has a slight 
wound in his bead, is in prison, charg- 
ed with the ebooting. When tbe shots 
were heard by a watchman, he rushed 
to tiie scene, found .Mrs. l.,owe writh- 
ing on the floor, exclaiming: "It was 
an accident; it waa an accident" In 
a few momenta aba became uneon* 

scions. Lowe also <leclared that the 
shooting was accidental. Nearby lay 
a revolver with four empty chambers. 

In the medical ward later, Lowe drank 
from a' can labeled, "carbolic add." 

but thv contents proved a weak solu- 
tion and had no injurious eflect. Tbe 
entlro affair is enveloped in mystery. 

Soldiers on Duty. 
Paterson, N. J., June 24.— Atthou^ 
many of tbo silk BBUM-'i^ero open at 

the usual hour, it was estimated that 
less than one third of tbe regular em- 
ployes reported for work. A meeting 
of the strikers is to be held, b\it It is 
not expected that any definite action 
will be taken until the decision of the 
bosses as to the holding of a confer- 
ence with representatives of strikers 
has been announced. . Details of in- 
fantry and cavalry -were on duty at 
the mills. There were large crowds 
in the vicinity of the mills, and the 
streets were full of idle worknaa, bat 
there were no disorders.

companies of infantry and two divi- 
sions of tlie naval reserves have been 
relieved after 11 days' duty in connec- 
tion with tbe street railway strike 
riots. In their place an amount of 
military men have been called into 
service. Brigadier General Tanner 
and bis staff also were relieved There 
were a dozen cases of stone throwing 
in wbleb two employeo were Injured. 
With police protection the cars were 
run in Central Falls, but obstructions 
were piled upon many of tbe llaee.

The eeaaoe office Monday Iseaed a bnl- 

letin covering the entire tobacco indoetry 
of the United >StateB and showing its 
wonderful growth within the last decade. 

Tbe total production of the United 
States for 1900 was 868.1(13,275 pounds, 
an increase of 37!t,i»0»'.,<'.2!t pounds, or 77. s 
per cent, over (he crop of 1890. All 
States and Territories were represented, 

except Colorado, District nf Columbia, 
Nevada, Rhode Island and Utah, but the 
cultivation of tobaeee ea a larire scale 
was contiued to comparatively few Stateo. 
Tbe crop of only eif^hteen States exceeded 
1,000,000 pounds each, and that of thir- 
teen States 6,000,000 pounds each. Eight 
States produced more than 20,000,000 
poundH each and three States more than 
100.000,000 pounds each. 

Kentucky, North Oarolina, Virginia, 
Ohio and Tennessee, in tbe order named, 
were the five greatest prodacera whose 
combiaed erap waa 679,7W1,000 peands, 
or per cent, of the entire production. 

Kentucky alone produced 30.2 per cent, 
of the entire crop of the United Btatee. 

New York, Peiineylvania, Ohio, Flor- 
ida and Illinois, in tbe order named, 
were tbe leadlag Ave States in value of 
cigar and cigarette products in 1000. Tn 
the entire country 9,435,3 lU,72<i cigars 
and cigarettes were manufactured in 1*J00 
out of 118,479,225 pounds of material.

ciations ie $7,824,571, the amount of stock 
in foreign corporations is $399,282. The 
number of diamonds listed with tlie 
County Assessors for taxation ie 1,12s, 
and their reported value is $197 :i7*'i. 
The value oi other jewelry is reported as 
$08,493. 

Tbe total acreage in tbe State is 24,410,- 
479 acres. The acreage of tobacco report- 
ed Is 202.973, and the namber of pounds 

raised 55,193,017 ; the acreage of wheat is 
714,739 acres, and tbe number of bushels 
raised 8,118,446; theaeraage of oom re- 
ported is 2,003.048 scree, and the aomber 
of bushels raised ie 31,(i28,085.

HOTEL COLLAPSED, 

Srvorul I'eople liijiireil Diit .\re 
<^iilekly KeHeiied. 
Dallas, Tex., June 24.— At 2:05 a. 
m. the center section of tbe St. James 
hotel, a three-story biilldinK located at 
.Main and .Murphy streets, collapsed 
without wcrniu^; and 1 "> nun were 
carried down with the debris without 
a single fatality. For a few minutes 
after the crash It v.as thought several 
lives had been lost, but by (luicU work 
the firemen ri s<'ui d all those who had 
not escaped through their own efforts. 
The escape of those who were taken 
from the debris was marvelous, as 
three were tons of brick, mortar and 
wof>dwf)rk piled above where they 
were found. Three men who were on 
tbe third fioor are thought to be tbe 
most seriously Injured. They are: J. 
Fife, fell from third floor lo the 
ground, badly lacerated and sutTering 
from shock: J. W. Hoffman, serious 
out' In leg and suffering from shock; 
J. r. Rose, thought to be injured in- 
ternally. The Sherman lodj^in): luuise 
which is next door to the St lani.s, 
also fell, but all the guests escaped. 
A man named McDonald escap<)d with 
severe sca!p woimd.
